NEW RULES & RULE PROPOSALS 

PROPOSAL TO AMEND RULE 15c2-5. The Commisslon has under conslderation a proposal to amend Section (b) of 
Rule 15c2-5 under the Securitles Exchange Act of 1934 to provide that the dlsclosure and sUltabillty determlna
tion requirements of Section (a) of that rule would apply to credlt extended or arranged for by a broker or 
dealer pursuant to Section 4(k) of Regulation T promulgated by the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System. Public comments on the proposed amendment have been invlted, and the CommlSSlon has requested that 
such comments be submitted in writlng on or before September 20, 1972. (Release No. 34-9706) 

DEx::ISION IN ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEEDING 

NASD SANCTION AGAINST JOHN L. BOGGS MODIFIED. In a declsl0n announced today ln proceedlngs for reVlew of 
disciplinary action taken by the NASD, the SEx::sustalned findings that John L. Boggs, of Ml11 Valley, Callf., 
who was a registered representative of an NASD member flrm, had vlolated the NASD's Rules of Falr Practlce. 
However, the Commission modlfied the sanction of a 30-day suspensl0n imposed by the Assoclatlon to that of 
censure. 

The NASD had found that Boggs fal1ed to pay for stock purchased through h,S account wlth the member and 
concealed the non-payment. It was undlsputed that the actual concealment was accompllshed by the f,rm's 
operations manager by making false book entrles, and the questlon presented on reVlew was whether Boggs should 
be held to share responsibility for such concealment. Boggs claimed that the manager had agreed to lend hlm 
the necessary funds and subsequently told him the stock had been pald for wlth the proceeds of a loan secured 
by the manager from hlS bank. The CommiSS10n found that the record supported the NASD's conclusl0n that Boggs
bore a measure of responslbility for the manager's lmproper concealment because the Clrcumstances surroundlng
the purported loan to Boggs by the manager should have alerted Boggs to the fact that the transactlon was not 
legitmate. The Commlssion also found that Boggs conduct was inconslstent wlth just and equltable prlnclples
of trade. 

In reduclng the sanctlon imposed on Boggs the Commlssion noted that the NASD had stated lt was unable to 
f,nd that he had acted in concert w1th the operat1ons manager and had found that he was "duped to an extent" 
by the latter. (Rel. 34-9707) 

BURNET CO. AND VARIOUS INDIVIDUALS SANCTIONED. The CommlSS10n has, wlth certa1n exceptl0ns, suspended the 
over-the-counter activlt1es of the pr1nc1pal off1ce of W. E. Burnet & Co., of New York Clty, for 15 bus1ness 
days, and suspended Charles M. Cushlng, a partner of Burnet Co., and Arnold Runestad, of Baldwln, New York, 
Elllot Schnelder, of Llttle S11ver, New Jersey, Edward Frankel, of Mlddletown, New Jersey, and Wayne Rooks, 
of New York Clty, who were partners of Baerwald & DeBoer, then a reglstered broker-dealer, from assoclatlon 
w1th any broker-dealer for the respect1ve per10ds of 42 days, 2 months, 60 days, 50 days and 28 days, wlth the 
proviso that follow1ng the1r respectlve suspensl0ns the secur1t1es actlvit1es of Schne1der, Rooks and Frankpl
would be subject to certaln restrlctlons and showlngs of superv1s1on.

According to the decis1on, respondents var10usly v10lated or a,ded and abetted v1olatlons of antlfraud, 
registration, record-keep1ng, report1ng and proxy prov1sl0ns of the securltles acts. It was found that from 
August 1968 to November 1969 Schne1der, Rooks, Runestad and Frankel sold unreglstered securltles of Bookshelf 
of Amerlca, and lnduced customers to purchase such securltles on the baS1S of non-publlc lnformat1on acqu1red 
as a result of Baerwald's control relatlonshlp w1th Bookshelf; Rooks, Runestad and Frankel effected transactlons 
w1thout dlscloSlng that Baerwald controlled Bookshelf and, prlor to the completlon of each sale, that flrm's 
partlcipatl0n and f1nanc1al interest 1n the d1str1butlon of Bookshelf secur1tles, and whl1e part1clpat1ng ln 
the distribution of such stock Schne1der, Runestad and Frankel bid for and purchased 1t for accounts 1n which 
they had a beneflc1al 1nterest. It was further found that from July to November 1969, Burnet Co. and Cush1ng
acted as agent in the sale of unregistered Bookshelf secur1t,es; and that Frankel alded and abetted v1olatlons 
result1ng from filings w1th the Comm1sslon contalnlng certlfled f,nanc1al statements for Natl0nal Home 
Products, Inc. WhlCh falsely reflected $250,000 1n U. S. treasury bll1s as an asset of NHP and the fallure to 
dlsclose 1n certa1n documents the divers10n of NHP fundS, and made false and m1slead1ng entrles on Baerwald's 
record which falsely conflrmed that lt held $250,000 in treasury b1lls for NHP. 

The COmmlSS10n's actlon was taken pursuant to an offer of settlement 1n wh1ch the respondents, w1thout 
admitting or denY1ng the charges, consented to the findings and sanctions. (ReI. 34-9711) 

COURT ENFORCEMENT ACTIONS 

DAL-TEX PROPERTIES, OTHERS ENJOINED. The SEx::announced that orders of permanent lnJunct,0n by consent 
had been entered in Dallas, Texas on June 23 aga1nst Dal-Tex Propert1es Corporation, Clyde L. Rabun, both of 
Dallas, Texas, and Kenneth C. Sm1th, Grand Pra1rle, Texas, for v1olatl0ns of the registratlon provlsions of 
the Federal securities laws. Investors Guarantee Corporatlon and Continental Equltles Corporatlon, both of 
Bloomington, Mlnnesota, Larry D. Schram, Mlnnetonka, Mlnnesora, John R. HlggS, New Ulm, ~lnnesota, Vernon G. 
Nelson, Edina, Minnesota, and O. L. Dlckinson, Spokane, Washlngton, consented to the entry of permanenr In
junctlons and Wl11lam S. Nemes consented to the entry of a prellmlnary lnjunctlon for vl01atl0ns of certain of 
the registration provisl0ns.

On June 30, 1972, Dal-Tex Propertles Corporat1on flIed in Dallas a voluntary petltlon to be placed under 
Chapter X of the Federal Bankruptcy laws. John Klng, Dallas attorney, was named as trustee. (LR-5474l 
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TASSAWAY, INC., ROBERT P. OREeK ENJOINED. The SEC Los Angeles Regional Office announced that on July 17 
the Federal court in Los Angeles, California permanently enjoined Tassaway, Inc. and Robert P. Oreck, both 
of Los Angeles,from vl01atlons of the reglstration and anti-fraud provlsions of Federal securlties laws in 
the offer and sale of common stock, options, debentures or any other security of any lssuer. The defendants 
consented to the court order without admltting or denYlng the allegations of the Commission's complaint.
